Weizmann To Confer 
With U. S. Scientists 
On Chemical Tasks

NEW YORK.—Dr. Chaim Weiz- 
man, who was expected to arrive 
in New York by Clipper from Lis- 
bon this week, will confer with 
leading American scientists regard- 
ing his chemical research for the 
British war effort and will discuss 
with American Jewish leaders 
plans for enabling Palestine to 
give maximum aid to the British 
cause in the Near East, the Emer- 
gency Committee for Zionist Af- 
fairs stated today. 


Dr. Weizmann will remain in 
this country only a short time 
since he expects to return to Lon- 
don as soon as possible to resume 
his war duties. He has been en- 
gaged in work in a special chemical 
laboratory of the British Admi- 
ralty. He was director of the Ad- 
mirality’s chemical laboratories 
during the first World War. 

Dr. Bernard Joseph, legal ad- 
visor of the Jewish Agency, left 
by air for San Francisco, on the 
first leg of his return journey to 
Palestine after having spent two 
months in this country. He said 
that the Jews of Palestine were 
prepared to place a Jewish military 
force of 40,000 men at the disposal 
of Britain.

Another Salonica Jew, Michael, 
shot down a low-flying Italian 
bomber with a rifle. The third, 
Joseph Pepo, was decorated with 
the Military Cross for snatching 
up a number of hand grenades 
thrown at the Greeks by Italians 
and hurling them back at the 
Italian lines. Pepo sustained se- 
vere hand injuries.

Middle Age 








[x our town the Jewish social center people are 

having a survey made to learn what people in 
the Jewish community who are under 35 do with 
their evenings. (A sort of Gallup poll on recrea- 
tion.) 

I have been waiting anxiously for them to come 
around to see me, but since they haven’t come, I 
have an uncomfortable feeling that they suspect 
I am more than 85 years old. 

Yes, I muse resentfully, nobody seems to care 
about us middle-aged people, just as if we were 
through and didn’t matter anyway. The worst 
of it is that we ourselves have a sneaking sus- 
picion that we really are about through though 
some of us don’t care much: In our younger days 
we lived in a bright day of the world and in our 
ripe years have become rather disgusted with it. 

Yet, it seems to me, social agencies should do 
something for the middle-aged who are having 
a hell of a time of it, what with the way every- 
thing has been going. It’s all right in the day- 
time when the middle-aged are busy with their 
things—their jobs, professions, businesses and 
columns. 

When night comes the black shadows of the 
world encompass their hearts and they go grop- 
ing in despondency. 

The young don’t suffer as much. They have 
no particularly lovely world to look back to and 
so have no regrets for something lost. They go 
to the night clubs and dance it all away. They 
were born in the age of jazz and grew up on 
swing and know no better than to believe that 

._ the emanations of a saxophone are music. 

Let us consider a middle-aged man’s evening 
at home. Things haven’t been going well in his 
doorknob factory. The defense boom hasn’t 
touched doorknobs. There are rumors around 
that a cunning inventor has thought up a device 
to do away with doorknobs—a photo-electric eye 
or something. 

Mr. Zilch—that’s the middle-aged man’s name 
—had always believed that doorknobs would 
escape the mechanization that has done away 
with so many other ancient institutions in the 
more recent years of his life-time. 

Mr. Zilch felt safe in his doorknob factory. 
The world never could do without doorknobs, 
he had always thought, until recently when the 
dreadful news of the new electrical door opener 
leaked out. 

~ * * 

So in no happy mood, Mr. Zilch takes his place 
at the dinner table. Even if he were a Gentile 
Mr. Zilch would have the heavy burden of an 
awful world on his neck, but he is a Jew besides. 
No sooner has he taken hold of his soup spoon 
than Mrs. Zilch has some news. She says she 
doesn’t know what the world is coming to. Only 
that afternoon she heard what happened to the 
Levys when they wanted to buy a lot in Sham- 
dale, the new suburb. Such decent people as the 
Levys are, too! After they had a desirable lot 
picked they were told they couldn’t have it. 
They don’t want Jews in Shamdale. 

This starts Mr. Zilch on his talk about anti- 
Semitism where he left off the night before. He 
remembers the time when people scarcely knew 
the word anti-Semitism. It never appeared in 
the daily papers. . “In this town,” he says, 
“being a Jew then was like being a Methodist or 
a Presbyterian. You were respected for your 
character if your character deserved it.” 





Mr. Zilch sighs from the bottom of his ab- 
domen. But for that matter everything has gone 
bad for everybody, he says. The Jews are just 
one group of all the sufferers of the world. He 
recalls the world of his youth in which Europe 
was known as a happy place to go for honey- 
moons and for your silver wedding. You brought 
back spoons, vases and other souvenirs. 


Mr. Zilch says he guesses he was born too 
early. If he had been born later he wouldn’t 
have these memories of the good world that died 
about 1914. It hurts to look back at things that 
were lost. Yes, there was a dazzling moment in 
the twenties. Everything looked all right then 
and you thought you could see a thousand sunlit 
years ahead, but it turned out to be a mirage. 

. “That’s all it was.” 

“Or, maybe, I’ve lived too long,’ Mr. Zilch 
says. He thinks that the happiest lives were 
those that ended around 1928. Their eyes closed 
on a lovely dream and never saw the disillusion- 
ment.” 


“You aren’t eating your pie, Oscar,” 
says. “You used to love pie.” 


Mr. Zilch’s stomach is in no mood for pie. He 
gets up from the table and opens his radio set. 
He has become afraid of his radio set: Some 
day he’ll open it and it may croak the news that 
doomsday has arrived. Yet he always goes to 
it with the rapt fascination of a man afraid of 
the worst yet eager to know it and have it over 
with. 

This time his ears are assailed by a devastat- 
ing blast of swing. Boogie-Woogie or something. 
It’s swing from one end of the dial to the other. 
It’s like a load of tinware falling in Mr. Zilch’s 
living room. That’s all this swing is, he says— 
like tinware falling. Symbol of the jangled 
world. 

There’s nothing to do but to wait till ten 
o’clock when Raymond Gram Swing comes on. 
Mr. Zilch always manages to stay up long enough 
for Raymond Gram Swing. He is always hope- 
ful that Mr. Swing may give him a bit of light 
to illuminate all this darkness; Mr. Swing may 
yet answer all the questions. 

There’s something in Mr. Swing’s voice that 
suggests to Mr, Zilch that it may be an echo 
from the source of truth which is in heaven. But 
after he has listened to Mr. Swing and other radio 
commentators he doesn’t feel that he knows 
much more than he knew before; Mr. Zilch’s 
poor head feels as confused as ever. But he 
lives hopefully to 10 o’clock every evening. Yes, 
this may be the evening when Mr. Swing will 
give all the answers and make everything clear 
even unto the bright new world to come. 

Mr. Zilch spreads himself on his couch to wait 
for Mr. Swing. His senses float away and Mr. 
Zilch sleeps. . . . His wife awakens him. 

“It’s time for Raymond Gram Swing, Oscar.” 

. . Mr. Swing is asking what’s become of 
Wavell’s army of the Nile. That’s what Mr. 
Zilch has been asking, too, but Swing doesn’t 
know the answer either. 

So it comes time for bed, Thank goodness, 
there’s a bed in which to forget everything. 

Yes, by all means something should be done 
by our social agencies to improve the evenings 
of the middle-aged. The young know how to 
take care of themselves, what with love, night 
clubs and all that.

The editor’s chair, 


There has been quite a bit of 
derisive comment in the Anglo- 
Jewish press and by Jewish lead- 
ers recently over the practice of 
small organizations and individuals 
rushing to the daily papers to 
print news items which have in- 
terest only for the Jewish com- 
munity. 

The Post feels keenly on the 
subject, but believes it has no 
right, since it is an affected party, 
to comment. Also The Post feels 
that if it publishes a paper good 
enough, people will use it for their 
announcements and news. 

The argument against the use 
of the daily press for items of 
strictly Jewish interest runs along 
the line that the editors know too 
littlé about Jewish affairs to be 
able to judge news value, and that 
often the organization that pushes 
its material on the editor gets the 
most space as compared with the 
group who try to get space for 
only news which has an interest 
to the city at large and seek only 
a few inches. 

For the most part announce- 
ments of weddings and engage- 
ments are published in the Jewish 
Post before they get into the daily 
papers, although once in a while, 
a family ignores The Post alto- 
gether. 

The recent article in the Star 
Monday morning about the Purim 
Ball was in bad taste. The affair 
was over. It was strictly for the 
Jewish community, and it had re- 
ceived ample publicity in the two 
Jewish papers already. 

The evil arises probably from 
those publicity-hounds, and you’d 
be surprised how many there are 
in the Jewish community, who 
want to see their name in print, no 
matter with what type of article 
or for whatever reason. 

Legitimate Jewish the 
daily papers want, and will get, 
whether you like it in or not. The 
other type of news, the daily 
papers would not print, except 
for a line or two in some incon- 
spicuous place, were they aware 
of comparative values among the 
people they are trying to please.

Care In Printing Letters 


HAT The Cleveland News was able to trap a 

Detroit letter writer who was sending in six 
letters under assumed names from six different 
cities all arguing agains loans or help to Britain 
indicates newspapers should not only exercise 
caution in the letters they print from readers, 
but that the smoothly running Nazi propaganda 
machine is using every possible device to gain its 
own ends. 

The News in a story in its own paper unmasked 
the writer. Part of the article read: 

“These letters have come to The News for 
the last year from six ‘correspondents,’ each 
postmarked from a_ different midwestern 
town. The author of all the letters is Ferdi- 
nand H. Mueller, railroad clerk of Detroit, 
former Clevelander and for several years a 
writer of letters to The News over his own 
name. 

‘“Asked why he had done this, Mueller said: 
‘Because I felt somebody should be putting 


forth as much effort as possible to stir up 
feeling to keep this country out of England’s 
war. It’s my right as a free-born American 
citizen to fight this trend with what little I 
possess.’ 

“*Even to the extent of falsifying and in- 
venting mythical people?’ he was asked. 

“*T don’t see that it was very different from 
letting other people sign letters with a pen 
name.’ 

“In letters to The News as long as three 
years ago, Mueller took up the cudgels for 
Germany and decried some then current criti- 
cism of the Hitler government. Many of 
these letters were published. 

“Mueller visited relatives in Germany about 
the time the present war broke out and on 
his return called at The News to tell of his 
trip and to report that German living condi- 
tions were satisfactory and that Hitler had 
tremendous popular support.” 


The Problem Half Solved 


N THE announcement that the thirty-one Jew- 

ish boys graduating next Sunday from the Na- 
tional Farm School at Doylestown, Pa., all have 
jobs awaiting them comes the real answer to the 
reams of literature and all the importunations of 
Jewish leaders about the present disproportionate 
economic stratification of United States Jews. 


Give the youngster deciding on his future in- 


formation showing the gradual lessening of in- 
comes of lawyers and doctors and businessmen, 
and at the same time provide him with informa- 
tion of jobs to be gotten in farming and in the 
skilled trades, and the problem will be more than 
half solved. The problem will be completely 
solved when the Jewish community accords re- 
spect and recognition to workers in other fields 
than law, medicine and business. 


Current Comment 


What “I Don’t Want To Go To Sunday School,” 
Means, Told By Rabbi Ferdinand Isserman.— 
The secretary of a very well managed religious 
school, on telephoning an intelligent parent as to 
the reason for the continued absence of her ten- 
year-old boy on Sunday morning, received a reply 
that the child told the mother, “I don’t want to 
go to Sunday School.” 

Apparently, in the case of religion, this mother 
was willing to abide by the wisdom and the judg- 
ment of her ten-year-old boy. Over all other 
phases of his life, that mother imposes her judg- 
ment, her will, her knowledge, her experience. 
That boy must go to bed at a certain hour. He 
must go to school at a certain age. He must eat 
certain foods. He must wear certain clothes. 
She does not allow him to wear shorts in cold 
weather, or leave without rubbers on a wet day. 
If she detects the merest sniffle, he is compelled 
to stay home from school, probably forced to 
stay in bed for a day or two until the cold leaves 
him. If she calls in a physician, and learns that 
the boy needs cod-liver oil, castor oil, or aspirin, 
she insists that he take these medicines. She 
decides the clothes he is to wear, the place where 
he is to spend his summer, what friends he is 
to play with. She guides him in every phase of 
life, except when it comes to religion. 

The acquisition of habits of worship, of rever- 
ence for God, of appreciation of religion’s ethical 
and spiritual message is an essential of life. 
Parents who do not insist that children acquire 
religious instruction, and who do not train them 
in the discipline of prayer, are not doing justice 
by them, or by the civilization in which they live. 
The whole nation cries for more religious train- 
ing. Whose judgment is to be followed, that of 
a ten-year-old boy who says, “I don’t want to 
go to Sunday School,” or that of the leaders of 
the nation, who, awed by materialistic dictator- 
ships, pray. clamor, and plan for more religious 
instruction.

Disorganization in Leadership in Jewish Com- 
munities Described by The Jewish World of Bos- 
ton—Unfortunately, as we Jews are only too well 
aware, Jewish life today presents the sorry spec- 
tacle of a disorganized people expressing them- 
selves through a maze or organizations working 
in a variety of different directions, frequently at 
cross-purposes and without a unifying principle 
or clearly defined goal. 

Our Jewish communities as they are constituted 
at present, and Boston is no exception, are un- 


mistakably divided in two important respects: 
they have as yet accepted no’common basis of 
union, and, where they are organized at all, it 
is on the basis of philanthropy or social welfare, 
which, whatever their importance, represents one 
aspect of Jewish life, and that perhaps the most 
transitory one. Such attempts at organization 
as have been made have largely been prompted by 
the need of more comprehensive and more efficient 
methods of raising funds for the needy and the 
underprivileged. In a definite sense they are 
emergency organizations which are not purpose- 
fully calculated to preserve the permanent values 
of Jewish life. However, these organizations have 
acted as Jewish spokesmen and leaders on many 
occasions and the Social Welfare Federation, 
Welfare Fund, etc., are their offspring. 

Of a different character are the fraternal or- 
ganizations which attempt to reach a cross- 
section of Jewish life but which perforce are 
limited by their avowedly restricted objectives. 
Of more recent date it still another group or- 
ganized for Jewish defense. Finally, we mention 
the synagogue which comprises many seemingly 
self-sufficient units, separated, among other 
causes, by a theological grouping into Orthodox, 
Conservative and Reform and toward which most 
of the other communal organizations conduct 
themselves as if the synagogue were a thing 
apart, maintained for the benefit of that portion 
of Jewry which still happens to want them. All 
of these types of organizations exercise leader- 
ship among their own constituents and many are 
potential leaders in various ways in the com- 
munity at large. A many-headed organism is this 
Jewish community of our today. 

This confusion of leadership has resulted in a 
corresponding confusion in the Jewish commu- 
nity. Many. voices, separate and sometimes dis- 
cordant, are raised by the Jew on his own behalf. 
Some of them speak in the name of religion. 
Others confine themselves to the exigencies of 
physical survival. In time of peril the conse- 
quences of this chaotic condition are alarmingly 
evident and a clamor is immediately raised for a 
super-organization to integrate all these voices 
and give them the authenticity and authority 
which will cause them to be heard in high places. 
In the meanwhile, various separate bodies and 
various minor voices will already have made 
themselves known in various quarters with be- 
wildering effect. When an emergency has passed, 


the abortive effort for unity subsides again.
